|, Arthur Newman, of said state and county being of advanced age and knowing that | 
must shortly depart from this world deem it right and proper both as respects myself and 
family that | should make a disposition of my property which a kind providence has 
blessed me with | therefore make this my last will and testament, hereby revoking all 
others heretofore made by me. 


Item 1° | devise and direct that my body be decently buried in a decently and Christian 
like manner suitable to my condition and circumstances. My soul | trust shall return to 
God who gave it as | trust for eternal salvation through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Item 2"? | devise and direct that all my just debts be paid without delay as there is no 
need of delay by my Executor hereafter named and am unwilling that my creditors 
should be delayed of their rights. 


Item 3 | give and bequeath to my grandson Hawkins Kinchen one hundred dollars. 
Item 4" | give and bequeath to my granddaughter Laura Kinchen one hundred dollars. 


Item 5"" | give and bequeath to my sister Sarah Newman a lifetime support from my 
farm on big Creek Pulaski County to be run by my Executor hereafter named who shall 
look after Sarah Newman and care for her wellfare. 


Item 6'" | constitue (sic) that all the rest of my property both real and personally (sic) 
remain undivided during the lifetime of my sister Sarah Newman at her death all to be 
sold and divided equally divided amongst the named heirs Abraham W Newman one 
share - Catherine Hunt one share - Nannie C. Wood one share - Georgia Daniels one 
share - Susan Partin one share - Alice F. Frink one share - Hawkins and Laura Kinchen 
one share - Item three & four being extra to be delivered at the general division 


Item 7" Arthur Newman [apparently his signature was placed here] 


| constitute my beloved daughter Nannie C. Woods Executor to this my last will and 
testament in the year of our Lord November 16" 1887
